Clad in a sleek pink dress, her light blond hair 
styled in bouncy curls, Natasha Minsk captured 
Madonna’s classic “Material Girl” look. 

As the beats of Madonna’s ’80s hit began to 
pulse through the Wicker Park nightclub on a 
recent Friday night, Minsk seductively waved a 
feathered fan and delicately removed her long, 
white gloves, teasing a full house of 150 men and 
women with her deliberate routine. 

Minsk then slipped off her sequined top, 
shimmied out of the dress and finally tossed 
aside her bra, occasionally blowing kisses to a 
rapt audience. As the final seconds of the song 
faded, she sashayed across the stage wearing 
nothing but two shimmering pasties and a 
G-string decorated with a tiny pink ribbon. 

In the audience at Exit’s biweekly Absolut 
Sexy Show, Wicker Park resident Drew Allen, 
27, quietly whistled his admiration. 

“I suddenly have a newfound respect for 
Madonna,” he told a nearby friend. 

Over the course of the next hour, women 
with stage names such as Bonnie Babs and 
Red Hot Annie performed dances that began 
in costumes as traditional as a Depression-era 
frock and unconventional as an oversized satin 
cupcake — and all of them were as good as nude 
by the end. 

This is the world of Chicago burlesque, a 
nearly century-old dance whose emphasis is 
on the tease more than the strip. Burlesque’s 


greater resurgence nationally and internation- 
ally is seen as a chance for some bawdy fun and, 
some would say, even a little empowerment for 
the performers who often are amateurs with 
other day jobs. 

“True burlesque is more of a kitschy 
Vaudeville act than anything else,” said Katie 
Laird, a burlesque fan in Houston. “It’s all about 
the art of the striptease, a cheeky and titillating 
performance that can induce chuckles, cheers 
and longing sighs all at once.” 

Yet burlesque’s growing visibility also is 
sparking debate. Is it performance art? Or is it, 
as some say, just a thinly veiled excuse to strip in 
public, even if most performers end a routine in 
pasties and G-strings? 

Earlier this year in NewTbrk, burlesque per- 
former Tara Lee Heffner filed a lawsuit against 
the Learning Annex for referring to her as a 
“porn star” in an online ad for classes she was 
teaching. She claimed the label damaged her 
reputation. And in London, one club owner 
shut down long-standing burlesque shows after 
being told he’d have to purchase an adult enter- 
tainment license, something generally reserved 
for more traditional strip clubs. 

“The performers are interested in being 
sexy, but not being pornographic,” said Rachel 
Shteir, a DePaul University professor who’s 
written books about burlesque. “They’re try- 
ing to strike this middle ground. But that’s very 
difficult to do in our culture.” 

One Chicago burlesque dancer preferred 


not to divulge her real 1 
name because she’s 1 
looking for a job in 1 
the psychology field, 
but she does have one I 
unlikely fan. 

“Even my super-con- 
servative grandmother 
is totally OK with it,” 
said the 28 -year-old 
woman who performs as 
Cherokee Rose. “I wish 
people in my field were 
more accepting of this. 

But sadly, they’re not.” 

Michelle Lamour, who 
produces Rose’s troupe 
and is one of a few danc- 
ers to make a living at bur- 
lesque since its comeback 
in the last decade, said it’s 
no wonder people are confused about 
what burlesque is when you have harder-core 
strip clubs featuring burlesque performances or 
even pop music acts, such as the Pussycat Dolls, 
referring to themselves as “burlesque troupes.” 
Singers Cher and Christina Aguilera also are set 
to star in a movie titled “Burlesque.” 

“It’s become a bit of a pitch word to hook 
people’s interest,” said Lamour, 29. 

Her style is classic, focused on subtlety, 
artfulness and humor. At recent shows pro- 
duced by Lamour, performances at Music Box 


Theatre also included slapstick comedy acts 
and a campy magic show, as well as a couple of 
male “boylesque” performers. 

Lor their part, performers talk about the 
camaraderie they feel with one another. Often, 
they create and oversee the shows themselves 
and make their own costumes. 

“I’m a very visual person, so I like the idea 
of these over-the-top costumes, and I like the 
feminism of it,” said Avondale dancer Annie 
Weinert, 29, who performs under the stage 
name Red Hot Annie.

How do you come up with your acts? 

I usually do one of three things. It can either be something 
from pop culture, like I do a Jessica Rabbit act or Marilyn 
Monroe from “Diamonds are a Girl’s Best Friend.” Or 
I watch the news and take something everyone is upset 
about and make it into something really awful that people 
love to watch, like the time I did a swine flu routine. The 
third thing I do is eat a phallic food item on stage. 

So it*s not your typical striptease? 

I want to do something that is sexy, but I also want to take 
something that is grotesque or classic or wholesome and 
twist it to be sexy in a way where people watch and think 
its sexy but in the back of their mind, it’s kind of gross. I 
want people to think about sexuality in more open terms 
and realistic terms instead of thinking that what they see 
on TV or Maxim magazine is the only kind of sexy 

How well does burlesque pay? 

A lot of performers joke that whatever money they make 
goes back into their rhinestone fund for their costumes, 
and that’s pretty much true. A lot of my costumes cost 
more than what I make. 

Do you get nervous before performing? 

I don’t even think about being naked. I’d walk down the 
streets naked and not think about it, but when I think 
about my choreography being good or my costume being 
appealing to people, that’s what makes me apprehensive.

Patio pleasures

The scene: It was a bittersweet moment, 
sitting on the Red Canar/s lovely back 
patio last weekend. The stin was shin- 
ing, The temperature was a perfect 77 
degrees. The coffee was hot, and the 
bloody marys were spicy Our party of 
three had the entire place— restaurant, 
patio, you name it— to ourselves. 

Then it hit me. The weather is getting 
cooler, and crowds soon will discover 
that this months-old nightspot has 
added a decent brunch to its lineup of 
fancy bar snacks. This ideal setting is 
going to be hard to replicate. 

Co-owner Jamie Uhlir did his best to 
lay my concerns to rest, saying portable 
heaters are at the ready when the fall 
air turns crisp. But Uhlir and chef Rick 
Spiros already are editing the menu, 
dropping a so-so entree here, tweak- 
ing others there. They’re also opening 
earlier to accommodate football watch- 
ers, (Football haters can find solace in 
another wing once the weather forces 
the patio doors closed,) 

Many of these changes were made just 


after the second week of service, and 
more changes likely are on the horizon, 
(It’s worth mentioning Uhlir became a 
father during all of that too,) 

Though initial brunch crowds have 
been slim, the staff’s efforts seem to 
be working in the evenings. Since the 
Red Canary opened in mid-July trendy 
crowds have flocked to the former- 
Avenue M space for its dramatic interi- 
ors, upscale bar snacks and well-heeled 
scene. 

The food: Fyou closed down a bar 
the night before— the Red Canary, 
perhaps— and you’re craving something 
big and greasy to coat your wounds, the 
Hangover ($11), a big cheesy mess of 
shortribs, eggs and potatoes, should do 
the trick. The shortribs were beauti- 
fully tender though very underseasoned. 
And while cheddar fries and fried eggs 
make it an awfully heavy dish, perhaps 
it’s exactly what you need to quell your 
pounding headache, Fyou’re reac^ to 
start the party again, there’s a bottom- 
less bloody mary ($20) and mimosa ($18) 
bar waiting for you to get creative with a 



spread of ingredients. 

On the sweeter side, brioche French 
toast ($9) was light, fluffy and not overly 
fussy The lemon ricotta crepes ($9) 
were tart and creamy, and while a bit 
rich for an entree, they were a hit when 


shared among our group. Perhaps it was 
more than just the patio that had us in a 
good mood,

In Chicago’s challenging Garfield Park 
neighborhood on the West Side, private 
Providence St. Mel’s school has spent 
three decades graduating loo percent of 
its seniors, a result of a strict, demand- 
ing and focused approach that starts in 
kindergarten.

What hope is there for 
students who, for whatever reason, aren’t 
able to attend such an elite program, and 
how does Providence reach out to these

Beast of the East 


SIZE MATTERS 

In the White House, a building with more than 
130 rooms, none is as big and flexible as the 
East Room-at nearly 80 feet long and 
40 feet wide, it’s almost the size of a high school 
basketball court. For a gathering of notable 
size, the gold-and-white East Room often is the 
only option, especially if dicey weather rules 
out the Rose Garden and the South Lawn.

WASHINGTON Sure, the West Wing gets the 
glory But the East Room gets the action. 

Indispensable, yet overshadowed by more 
famous rooms such as the Oval Office, 
the roomy space at the end of the White 
House’s first floor is more than a hub of activ- 
ity It’s the most important all-purpose room 
in America. And has been for more than two 
centuries. 

Consider that in President Obama’s first 
two months in office, this was just a slice of 
his East Room lineup: two news conferences, 
two policy summits, four signings of bills and 
orders, a Cabinet announcement, a dinner for 
lawmakers, a reception for governors, a speech 
for mayors, an online town hall and a perfor- 
mance by Stevie Wonder. 

Oh, and a conga line. 

By now Obama and his wife, Michelle, have 
used the chandeliered room more than 6o 
times for a remarkably diverse string of events. 
Like that stretch in May when the room held a 
naturalization ceremony, a Cinco de Mayo cel- 
ebration, a poetry slam and the introduction of 
a Supreme Court nominee. 

If the White House has one room to count 


on, this is it. Union troops encamped here. The 
Civil Rights Act was born here. Gerald Lord 
ended the “long national nightmare” here as he 
succeeded Richard Nixon after Watergate. 

History will show that the East Room is the 
place where Barack Obama loosened restric- 
tions on embryonic stem cell research, expand- 
ed health coverage for poor children and signed 
legislation to help workers sue for pay discrimi- 
nation.
